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REMARKS 

Claims 1-12, 14-16 and 18-20 are pending in the present application. Claims 1-4 are 
amended and claims 13 and 17 are canceled. Claims 1-4 are independent. 
35 U.S,C. S 102 Rejections 

Claims 1-12, 14-16, and 18-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Surlekar. Applicant respectfully traverses. 

With regard to independent claim 1, Applicant asserts that Surlekar fails to disclose a data 
output buffer for transferring the internal signals externally from the integrated circuit device 
through data input/output pads, the data input/output pads being shared by the intemal signals and 
the data as in claim 1. Instead, Applicant asserts that Surlekar' s output of data through its Data 
Output Buffer 16 and Data Out Register 17 is different from the signals for controlling intemal 
operations as recited in independent claim 1 . The Surlekar data is data that is stored in a memory, 
retrieved, and then compared as disclosed at Col. 2, lines 37-44. The Surlekar data is not used for 
controlling intemal operations. Further, Surlekar does not disclose pads that are shared by intemal 
signals and data. Thus, Surlekar fails to disclose a data output buffer for transferring the intemal 
signals externally from the integrated circuit device through data input/output pads, the data 
input/output pads being shared by the intemal signals and the data as recited in claim 1 . 

With regard to independent claims 2-4, Applicant asserts that claims 2-4 include similar 
features to claim 1 and are allowable at least for the reasons stated for claim 1. 

With regard to dependent claims 5-12, 14-16, and 18-20, Applicant asserts that they are 
allowable for their own merits and at least because they depend from at least one of independent 
claims 1-4, which the Applicant believes have been shown to be allowable. Accordingly, 
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Applicant respectfully requests that the 35 U.S.C. § 102 rejection of claims 1-12, 14-16, and 18-20 
be withdrawn. 



In view of the foregoing, Applicant submits that claims 1-12, 14-16, and 18-20 are 
patentable, and that the application as a whole is in condition for allowance. Early and favorable 
notice to that effect is respectfully solicited.
